Well, there are quite a number but 
I dare say the first thing that comes 
to most minds is the contingency 
of Russia entering the conflict. 
Thus far Tokyo hasn’t made any 
direct answer to Captain Zachariah 
though an official spokesman would 
rem to have had it in mind when 
he said in a radio talk: 
"Th* 
Japanese 
are 
reasonable 
people who are amenable to fair 
argument, but they also are a firm 
people who cannot be intimidated.'' 
A .Soft Answer 
lf that is an answer, it’s a soft 
one which is calculated to turn 
aw'ay wrath. It clearly means that 
Nippon would like to discuss peace 
terms if she got the chance. How­ 
ever, the verdict Is that she won t 
la* permitted any argument. It’s un­ 
conditional surrender—or a knock­ 
out by force. 
This doesn't necessarily mean that 
the Allies won t give some broader 
statement of their intentions to­ 
wards the Japanese nation. Indeed, 
observers have been watching the 
Big Three conference closely for a 
possible 
pronouncement 
from 
at 
least President Truman and Prime 
Minister 
Churchill. 
One 
would 
rallier expect that they might take 
advantage of thrt favorable moment 
—with Generalissimo Stalin on the 
ground—to give Tokyo the final 
word.
